The police foree i>f the city ap- 
pears to be doing good work in 
rapturing those who come in the 
city for the purpose of selling 
whisky, having taken into custo- 
dy a good many offenders, but 
there are a good many men 
whom tiit-v do not gel .and it 
helieved that a secret agent 
workini; for the city \\<<nld pro 
duce gooil re^nlts, as « ertainly no 
one with, whisky to sell is going 
t(. appro.nrh an officer in uniform 
tor that purpose. 

A considerable number of wit- 
nesses appearint-; J^efore this 
grand jury were .summoned by 
parties other than the grand jury. 
.Some of these, notably one father 
and three sons, from the westiMii 
part of the county, were, from 
their appearance, reputation and 
testimony, of undoubted integri- 
ty and high moral cliaracter, and 
manifestly could not have knowl- 
edge of, or participate in any 
criminal act. and it is to be re- 
gretted that citizens of this char- 
acter are put to the annoyance of 
apijearing before a grand jury, 
when tliere mnst be others in the 
s.ame ncighl>orhood w ho have ac- 
tual knowledge of law violations. 
This may lead to the assumjjtion 
that ])er>ons without knowledge 
of violations of the law are sum- 
moned purposely in order to 
make it appear that there are no 
violations in that vicinity. 

It seems to us that, througli 
custom or habit, which i> of long 
standing, that a thorough over- 
hauling ad remodeling of the sys- 
tem l)y which the sinnnioning of 
witnesses and other detail work 
in connection with the proceed- 
ing of the grand jury, and of the 
officers in connection with it. 
should I^e at once h;id. Certainly 
all paj)ers in conne ct ii mi w itli ilic 
work of this kind should bear a 
definite date, and have a dehnite 
and secure place of filing. 

W'e concur witli the Juduc i.i 
this Court, in tiie st.ateuienl madt- 
in' his charge to this gran<l jury, 
that there is an organized altack 
on the prohibition laws of thi-- 
commonwealth, and we ciiarge 
the citizens of this county to use

Louisville, Ky.. March 1. — Pre- 
liminary tests of corn cribs and 
corn hung out of doors shows 
that sttch corn this year is of a 
lower germinating jiercentage 
I han Iiad heen suspected, accord- 
■ng to C ounty .\gent A. E. Mcr- 
riinan. who made the tests. He 
has issued warning to farmers rif 
this section of the state to take 
;>articular care in selecting their 
seed for 1021 planting. 

According to Mr. Merriman the 
orn contains a larger parcentage 
of moisture which seems to have 
'iricd out slower than usual, ren- 
dering the seed inferior. Severe 
weather from Xovember 11 tf> 
November 13 and the late matur- 
ity of much of the crop is respon- 
sible U)r the injury to the seed, 
according to the waruine. Seed 
Nclected eariy in the fiyelo is sat- 
isfactory but late damp corn stor- 
ed inferiority is to he avoided, he 
said.
